Nationalists Will Occupy 
Yellow River Area 


Four Nanking Columns in 
Shantung Campaign 


SHANGHAI, July 5. ()—The grad- 
ual but steady development of the 
campaign of the southerners against 
the North China government is re- 
ported in advices from the Shantung 
front, with the Nationalist leaders 
expressing belief in an easy advance 
on Tientsin and Peking. 

Railway service between Tsingtao 
on Kiaochoh Bay and Tsinanfu, 
capital of the Province of Shantung, 
has been suspended because of the 
destruction of a section of track near 
Kaomi. Telegraphic and telephonic 
communication also has been inter- 


rupted. 

Japanese advices say that Gen. 
Chen, commanding the troops de- 
tween Kianchow and Kaeomi, 
stretch of about twenty miles, went 
over to the Nationalists y. 
but notified the authorities that al- 
though he was surrendering to the 
southerners he would guarantee full 
protection for foreign lives and prop- 
erty. While this apparent defection 
added little territory to the Nation- 
alist advance, it further paved the 
way for the execution of the far- 


regime, reveal that the southerners 
are now planning to expel the 
northerners from the entire ares 
south of the Yellow River, from the 
city of Kaifeng in the Province of 
Honan to the sea. 

From Kaifeng to the west, the 
northerners have long retreated north 
of the Yellow River and Marshal 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, who is now co- 
operating with Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, 
is established in Honan. 

The Shantung campaign involves 
four columns of troops, three under 
Chiang Kai-Shek, leader of the Nan- 
king Nationalists, and one under 
Feng Yu-Hsiang. Two of Chiang 
columns sre going through Shantung 
along the seaboard route, one of them 
having as ite objective Tsingtao and 
the Tsingtao-Ttinanfu railway, while 
the other has as its objective Tain- 


These two columns are ing to 
join a third column of Chiang: 
troops which are coming up the Tien- 
tsin-Pukow railway and are now north 
of Yengchow. These commands plan 
to merge at Tainanfu and then con- 
tinue on toward Tsinanfu. Meanwhile 
the fourth column, under Feng Yu- 
Hsiang plans to advance northeast
